Each 
student  who  is  a member  of  the  Associated 
Students  of  Brigham  Young  University  is  obli- 
gated to  provide  his  university  with  the  best  in 
leadership  by  studying  what  each  candidate 
stands  for,  evaluating  the  candidate  in  terms  of 
his  own  personal  beliefs  and  exercising  his  con- 
stitutional guarantees  by  voting  according  to 
the  dictates  of  his 'own  conscience.

Not  Wanted:  Useless  Discussion 
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During  three  sessions,  one  of  them  a 6 a.m. 
Tuesday  meeting,  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity Senate  has,  in  the  past  two  weeks,  hashed 
and  rehashed  the  first  three  articles  of  the  pro- 
posed studentbody  constitution. 


Originally  slated  for  passage  in  the  early 
, spring,  the  constitution  is  now  in  danger  of 
still  being  in  the  “discussion”  stage  when  stu- 
dentbody elections  have  come  and  gone  three 
weeks  hence. 


According  to  the  present  constitution,  which 
it  is  assumed  will  be  honored  until  passage  of 
the  revamped  instrument,  the  final  draft  must 
be  - published  in  the  student  newspaper  and 
posted  on  prominent  bulletin  boards  at  least 
two  weeks  before  voting  is  accomplished. 


Unless  24  Senators  and  assorted  interested 
persons  spend  a little  more  time  discussing  the 
articles  out  of  Senate  sessions  so  that  more 
rapid  progress  may  be  made  during  the  sessions 
and  the  required  regulations  complied  with, 
this  university  will  find  itself  with  the  same 
protoplasmic  mass  which  now  serves  as  the 
official  governing  document  for  another  year. 

On  the  national  scene  there  are  intimations 
that  the  present  U.  S.  Congress  is  of  the  “do 
nothing”  type. 

The  same  term  may  aptly  be  applied  to  our 
own  group  if  definite  steps  are  not  taken.  All 
the  work  which  has  gone  into  the  formation  of 
the  proposed  constitution  will  be  nought,  of- 
ficially, if  it  isn’t  made  ready  for  a studentbody 
vote  soon.

Legion’s  Action  Frowned  Upon  by  Students 


MINNEAPOLIS  (ACPP)  

Last  September  a committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  American  Legion 
issued  a report  (after  1V2  years 
investigation)  completely  clear- 
ing UNESCO  of  all  charges  lev- 
eled against  it.  At  its  national 
convention  in  October  the  Le- 
gion voted  to  have  Congress  in- 
vestigate UNESCO,  despite  its 
committee  report.  This  resolu- 
tion raisdd  a storm  of  protest 
and  comment  across  the  nation, 
from  Legion  members  and  non- 
rqembers  alike,  as  well  as  some 
favorable  support. 

To  determine  collegiate  re- 
action to  this  event,  Associated 
Collegiate  Press  asked  a repre- 
sentative national  cross-section 
of  college  students  this  question: 


do  not  represent  the  majority 
of  Legionnaires.”  Here  are  a few 
typical  comments: 


“It  should  be  their  (Legion) 
duty  to  support  it  (UNESCO) 
beeause  the  United  Nations  is 
pledged  to  its  support  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  United  Nations,”  says 
a sophomore  coed  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Nebraska  (Lincoln).  A 
freshman  attending  New  York 
University  (Bronx,  N.Y.)  feels, 
“UNESCO  has  done  a good  job 
and  does  not  deserve  -condem- 
nation.”

naire.” Here  are  several  other 
comments:

The  figures  show  strong  dis- 
approval of  the  Legion’s  action. 
And  student  comments  are  very 
strong  and  flavored  in  their  con- 
demnation of  the  Legion.  These 
students  generally  tend  to  fol- 
low three  lines  of  reasoning: 
First,  they  feel  the  Legion  should 
give  aid  and  support  to  UNESCO 
instead  of  attacking  it.  Second, 
they  feel  the  Legion  acted  im- 
pulsively, without  considering 
all  the  facts. 


“THEIR  (LEGION’S)  reasons 
were  ridiculous,”  says  a junior 
coed  from  Hunter  College  (New 
York  City).  And  one  of  her 
classmates,  a graduate  coed  stu- 
dent, thinks  “they  (Legion)  did 
not  act  on  the  findings  of  the 
committee  set  up  to  look  into 
the  matter.”  “Any  organization 
of  that  type  (Legion)  should  be 
willing  to  help  out  in  such  a 
program,”  feels  a Northeastern 
State  College  (Tahlequah,  Okla.) 
sophomore. 


THE  FEW  students  who  ap- 
prove of  the  Legion’s  action  fail 
to  give  many  comments  as  to 
why  they  feel  this  way.  Several 
mention  that  UNESCO  is  a waste 
of  money  and  a few  simply 
state  that  they  don’t  care  for 
UNESCO.  One  student  merely
